I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1910. 

The  Port  Sanitary  DivStrict  of  Cardiff  was  constivuved  in  the  year  1882.  by  a Provisional 
Order  of  the  Local  (Jovernment  Board,  which  was  subsc(]uently  confirmed  l)y  Parliament. 

In  this  Order  the  boundaries  of  the  District  are  defined  as  follows  : — 

So  much  of  the  Port  of  Cardiff'  as  lies  between  the  River  Rumney  and  Lavernock 
Point  ; together  with  the  waters  of  the  said  Port  within  such  limits,  and  the  place 
" for  tlie  time  being  appointed  as  the  Customs  Boarding  Station  for  such  jiart  of  the 
" said  Port,  and  every  other  place  for  the  time  being  appointed  for  the  mooring  or 
" anchoring  of  ships  for  such  part  of  the  said  Port,  under  any  regulations  for  the 
“ prevention  of  the  spread  of  disease  issued  under  the  authority  of  the  Statutes  in 
that  behalf  ; and  the  watersides,  docks,  basins,  and  creeks  of  and  belonging  to 
“ such  part  of  the  said  Port.” 

By  a Provisional  Order,  dated  27th  duly,  1893,  the  liiuits  of  Jurisdiction  of  the  Cardiff  Port 
Sanitary  .\uthority  were  extended,  and  on  the  15th  September,  189-1,  an  order  of  the  Board  was 
issued  permanently  constituting  the  Authority.  This  Order  came  into  operation  on  the  9th  Xovem- 
ber.  1894,  and  contains  the  following  provisions: — 


SECTION  I.— 

CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  PORT  SANITARY  AUTHORITY. 

Article  1. — This  Order  shall  come  into  operation  on  the  Ninth  day  of  November.  One 
Thousand  Eight  Hundred  and  Ninety-four,  unless  it  shall  become  Provisional,  and  until  this  Order 
comes  into  operation  the  said  Order  dated  the  Twenty-seventh  day  of  July,  One  Thousand  Eight 
Hundred  and  Ninety-three  shall  continue  in  force. 

.\rticle  2. — The  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Burgesses  of  the  .said  Borough  of  Cardiff,  acting 
by  the  Council,  as  the  said  Urban  Sanitary  Authority,  .shall  be  permanently  constituted  the  Port 
Sanitary  Authority  for  the  part  of  the  .said  Port  of  Cardiff,  hereinafter  described. 

Article  3. — The  Port  Sanitary  Authority  may  frem  time  to  time  appoint  Committees  con- 
si.sting  of  IMembers  of  such  Authority  for  the  exercise  of  any  powers,  which,  in  the  opinion  of  such 
Authority,  can  be  properly  exercised  by  Committees,  but  the  acts  of  every  such  Committee  shall, 
unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority,  be  submitted  to  such  Authority  for  approval. 

Provided  that  a Committee  so  appointed  shall  in  no  case  be  authorised  to  borrow  money 
or  to  issue  any  precept  for  contributions,  or  to  enter  into  any  contract,  and  it  shall  be  subject  to  the 
provi.sions  of  Part  lY,  of  the  First  Schedule  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1894,  so  far  as  they  are 
applicable. 
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SECTION  II.— LIMITS  OF  JURISDICTION. 

Article  4. — The  jurisdiction  of  the  said  Port  Sanitary  Authority  shall  e.xtpnd  to  so  much 
of  the  said  Port  of  Cardiff  as  is  comprised  within  the  following  lines,  that  is  to  say  : — 

A straight  line  drawn  south  from  the  seaward  extremity  of  the  common  boundary  of 
the  Parishes  of  Sully  and  Lavernock  to  the  boundary  of  the  said  Port  and  a line  fol 
lowing  and  coincident  with  the  boundary  of  the  said  Port  from  its  commencement  at 
the  River  Rumney  to  the  point  at  which  the  straight  line  firstly  hereinbefore  mentioned 
meets  such  boundary, 

together  with  the  water  of  the  said  Port  of  Cardifl  within  such  limits,  and  the  place  or  places  for  the 
time  being  appointed  as  the  Customs  Boarding  Station  or  Stations  for  such  part  of  the  said  Port, 
and  every  other  place  for  the  time  being  appointed  for  the  mooring  or  anchoring  of  ships  for  such 
part  of  the  said  Port  under  any  regulations  for  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  diseases  issued  under 
the  authority  of  the  Statutes  in  that  behalf,  and  the  docks,  basins,  harbours,  creeks,  rivers,  channels 
roads,  bays,  and  streams  belonging  to  such  part  of  the  said  Port. 

SECTION  III.— ASSIGNMENT  OF  POWERS,  &c. 

Article  5. — For  the  purpose  of  this  Order  the  following  Sections  ol  The  Public  Health  Act,. 
1875,  the  Public  Health  (Officers)  Act,  1884,  the  Public  Health  (Ships,  &c.)  Act,  1885,  the  Public 
Health  (Members  and  Officers)  Act,  1885,  and  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1890,  shall 
apply  ; and  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  shall  have,  exercise,  perform,  and  be  subject  to,  all  the  powers, 
rights,  duties,  capacities,  liabilities,  and  obligations  of  an  Urban  Sanitary  .Authority  under  the  same 
Sections,  so  far  as  those  Sections  are  applicable  to  waters  within  the  jurisdiction  of  such  Port  Sanitary 
Authority,  or  to  ships  coming  or  being  within  the  said  jurisdiction,  or  to  persons  upon  any  such  ship, 
or  brought  by  any  such  ship  within  the  said  jurisdiction,  or  to  goods  or  things  upon  any  such  ship, 
ox  to  goods  or  things  landed  from  any  such  ship,  and  being  within  the  said  jurisdiction,  and  which 
in  the  opinion  of  the  said  Authority,  or  their  Medical  Officer  of  Health  requires  to  be  disinfected  or 
destroyed,  namely  :

Sections  182  to  186,  both  inclusive,  and  Section  188,  relating  to  Bye-laws. 

Section  189  (except  as  regards  the  Offices  of  Surveyor  and  Collector),  Sections  191 
to  196,  both  inclusive,  and  Sections  197,  198,  205,  and  206,  relating  to  Officers- 
and  Conduct  of  Business  of  Local  Authorities. 

Sections  236  to  239,  both  inclusive,  relating  to  Mortgages.

Provided  as  follows  ; — 

(1) .  Xothing  herein  contained  shall  affect  the  powers  of  any  Kiparian  Authority, 

except  as  to  such  waters,  ships,  persons  and  things  as  above  mentioned. 

(2) .  In  this  Article  the  term  “ ship  ” includes  vessel  or  boat. 


The  Regulations  of  the  Local  Government  Board  prescribe,  with  regard  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  : — 

“ That  he  shall  prepare  an  annual  report,  to  be  made  to  the  end  of  December, 
“ in  each  year,  comprising  tabular  statements  so  far  as  he  shall  have  been  able 
“ to  obtain  the  necessary  information,  of  the  sickness  and  mortality  of  persons 
on  ship-board  within  the  District,  classified  according  to  diseases,  ages,  and 
“ vessels,  and  a summary  of  the  action  taken  during  the  year  for  preventing  the 
“ spread  of  disease.  The  report  shall  also  contain  an  account  of  the  proceedings 
" in  which  he  has  taken  part  or  advised  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  so 
“ far  as  such  proceedings  relate  to  conditions  dangerous  or  injurious  to  health, 
and  also  an  account  of  the  supervision  exercised  by  him,  or  on  his  advice,  for 
“ Sanitary  purposes  over  places  and  vessels  that  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority 
“ has  power  to  regulate,  with  the  nature  and  results  of  any  proceedings  which 
“ may  have  been  so  required  and  taken  in  respect  of  the  same  during  the  year.” 


This  report  is  therefore  made  in  accordance  with  the  above  quoted  regulations. 

According  to  the  Census  enumeration  made  in  .A.pril,  1901,  the  number  of  persons  found 
on  board  foreign  and  coasting  vessels,  barges  and  boats  in  the  docks,  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Cardiff  Port  Sanitary  Authority,  was  2,147,  and  the  number  of  vessels  235,  giving  an  average  of  9-1 
persons  per  vessel.  In  most  cases  large  numbers  of  sailors  are  paid  off  shortly  after  the  vessel  enters 
the  dock,  so  that  at  the  time  of  the  census  few  complete  crews  would  be  on  board. 

The  number  of  persons  given  in  the  returns  does  not,  therefore,  in  anv  way  represent  the 
number  actually  belonging  to  the  vessels. 
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The  following  table  gives  the  area  of  the  Docks  within  the  District  of  the  Cardiff  Port

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3.  — Every  Master  or  other  person  having  charge  of  a ship  arriving  in  the  District 
with  any  person  on  Board,  whether  a passenger  or  belonging  to  the  ship’s  crew,  suffering 
from  a dangerous  infectious  disorder,  shall  stop  on  arrival  in  any  dock-basin,  river,  harbour, 
or  canal  within  the  District,  and  forthwith  send  notice  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
of  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority,  stationed  at  his  office  at  Cardiff,  that  there  is  a person  on 
board  suffering  from  such  a disorder. 

4.  — The  Master  or  other  person  in  charge  of  the  ship  shall  cause  her  to  remain  in 
any  dock-basin,  river,  harbour,  or  canal  within  the  District  in  which  she  shall  have  stopped 
on  arrival,  until  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  boarded  her. 

5.  — The  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  to  whom  notice  is  given  cither  by  the  blaster 
or  person  in  charge  of  the  ship,  or  by  an  Officer  of  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  boarding 
the  ship  on  its  arrival,  that  there  is  a person  on  board  suffering  from  a dangerous  infectious 
disorder,  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable,  visit  the  ship,  and  ascertain  whether  the  ])erson  referred 

' to  in  the  notice  is  suffering  from  such  a disorder,  and  if  in  the  opinio)i  of  the  Medical  Officer 

of  Health  he  is.  and  can  properly  be  removed,  and  proper  accommodation  can  be  provided 
for  him  in  the  Hospital  of  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  of  Cardiff,  or  in  some  other  Hospital 
to  which  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  are  entitled  to  remove  patients,  the  Master  or  other 
person  having  charge  of  the  ship  shall  forthwith  cause  such  person  to  be  removed  to  such 
Hospital,  according  to  the  directions  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

6.  — If  any  dangerous  infectious  disorder  shall  break  out  on  board  any  ship,  arriving 
in  the  District,  and  after  she  has  passed  into  any  dock-basin,  river,  harbour,  or  canal,  the 
^Master  or  other  person  having  charge  of  such  ship  shall  give  notice  to  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  of  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  at  his  Office  at  Cardiff,  that  there  is  on  board  a 
per.^on  suffering  from  such  disorder,  and  if,  upon  examination,  the  Medical  Offiiccr  of  Health 
shall  find  that  he  is  so  suffering,  the  Master  or  other  person  in  charge  of  such  ship  shall  forth- 
with cause  such  person  to  be  removed  to  a Hospital  to  which  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority 
are  entitled  to  remove  patients,  as  directed  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

7. - — Every  person  who  shall  offend  against  any  of  the  foregoing  Regulations  shall 
be  liable  for  every  such  offence  to  a penalty  of  Forty  Shillings. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  has  adopted  the  Infectious  Disease 
Notification  Act,  1889,  which  requires  the  notification  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  by  Medical 
Practitioners  of  all  cases  of  the  ordinary  Infectious  Diseases  coming  under  their  care.  In  September, 
1900,  the  Local  Government  Board,  by  order,  extended  the  provisions  of  this  Act  to  the  notification 
of  every  case  of  Plague  occurring  in  the  district.  Circular  letters  were  sent  by  me  to  Medical 
Practitioners  informing  them  of  their  duties  in  this  respect.  A system  of  voluntary  notification 
of  cases  of  phthisis  is  in  force  in  this  District,  for  which  fees  are  paid  similar  to  those  paid 
under  the  Notification  Act. 

The  hospital  referred  to  in  the  above  Regulations  is  that  belonging  to  the  Cardiff  LTban 
Sanitary  Authority,  ii\  which  accommodation  is  provided  for  persons  suffering  from  diseases  specified, 
on  board  ships  within  the  District  of  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  of  Cardiff. 

The  enclosed  form,  used  by  the  Officers  of  the  Sanitary  Authority,  who  board  every  vessel, 
foreign  or  coastwise,  immediately  they  enter  the  outer  basin  of  the  dock,  is  filled  up  in  writing  by  the 
Master  or  person  in  charge  of  the  ship,  and  is  found  to  be  a much  more  satisfactory  way  of  obtaining 
information  of  sickness  on  board  than  the  mere  verbal  statement  which  was  previously  required.

PHTHISIS. — During  the  rear  twenty-five  cases  of  Phthisis  were  notified  l)y  the  Medical 
Superintendent  of  the  Royal  Hamadryad  Seamen’s  Hospital.  These  cases  were  admitted  from  ships 
in  the  Cardiff.  Penarth,  and  Barry  Docks.

TYPHOID  FEVER. — On  the  3rd  January  the  Medical  Superintendent  of  the  Royal 
Hamadrvad  Seamen’s  Hospital  notified  a case  of  Typhtid  Fever.  G.S..  age  21  years,  steward,  was 
admitted  on  tlie  31st  December,  1909,  from  the  Austrian  s.s.  •’Jenny,”  lying  at  Barry  Dock.  The 
Medical  Oflicer  of  Health,  Barry,  was  notified,  and  the  M'ard  at  the  Hospital  and  effects  were  subse- 
quentlv  disinfected. 

On  the  ’JOth  March  the  British  s.s.  " Antinous”  arrived  in  Penarth  Dock  from  San  Nicolas  via 
Eas  I’almas  and  Amsterdam,  R.E.,  age  16  years,  ordinary  seaman,  was  rejmrted  ill  on  board.  Patient  was 
found  on  the  2’Jnd  to  be  suffering  from  Typhoid  Fevei'.  He  was  forthwith  removed  to  the  City  Sana- 
torium. His  berth  and  effects  were  disinfected.  A sa'nple  of  the  drinking  w.atcr  on  board  was 
.submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  e.xamination  and  analysis,  which  proved 
to  be  of  good  (]uality. 

'The  .Master  reported  that  the  Chief  Fingineer  had  been  in  liospital  at  San  Nicolas  for  a 
period  of  seven  days,  suffering  from  Cholerine,  and  that  C.T.,  age  31  years,  was  sent  to  hospital  at 
Las  Palmas  on  tlie  27th  February,  suffering  from  Continued  Fever. 

On  the  4th  Julv,  the  Medical  Superintendent  of  the  Royal  Hamadrvad  Seamen’s  Hospital, 
hotified  a case  of  Tvphoid  Fever.  R.T.,  age  26  years.  Cook  on  board  the  British  s.s.  “ Amber,’’  was 
admitted  on  the  30th  June.  Patient  having  left  his  s.hip  at  Fi'emington 

On  the  17th  Julv,  the  Swedi.sji  s.s.  Bur”  arrived  in  the  Roat.h  Basin  from  Archangel  via 
Stornawav.  A message  was  received  by  the  local  agents  from  the  latter  port  stating  that  the  vessel 
had  left  for  Cardiff  witli  a case  of  Typhoid  Fever  on  board.  Patient  was  found  in  a state  of  collapse. 
He  was  forthwith  removed  to  t.he  City  Sanatorium  and  died  at  t.hat  Institution  on  t.he  21st.  His  berth 
on  board  the  ship  was  disinfected.  The  water  tanks  were  also  emptied  and  cleansed,  and  a fresli 
supplv  (d'  drinking  water  taken  at  this  port. 

On  the  ISth  August,  the  British  s.s.  Tleraggio  ” arrived  in  the  Queen  Ale.xandra  Dock, 
from  Oenoa  via  .\lgiers,  S.C.,  age  20  years,  a seaman  was  reported  ill  on  board  since  the  9th  instant. 
Patient  was  found  to  be  suffering  from  Typhoid  Eevei',  and  was  forthwith  removed  to  the  City 
Sanatorium.  His  l)erth  on  board  the  ship  was  disinfected,  and  a quantity  of  clothing  removed  for 
disinfection.  .-V  sample  of  drinking  water  was  submitted  to  tlie  Public  Health  Laboratory  for 
bacteriological  examination  and  analysis,  which  proved  to  be  contaminated,  t he  tanks  were  emptied 
and  cleansed  and  a fre.sh  supply  was  obtained  at  this  port. 

Du  the  5th  October,  the  master  of  the  German  s.s.  “ Clara  Hugo  Stinnes,”  lying  at  Barry 
Dock,  brought  one  of  his  crew  to  Cardiff,  G.C.,  age  23  years,  a fireman.  He  was  certihed  to  be  suffering 
from  Tvphoid  Fever,  and  admitted  into  the  Royal  Hamadrvad  Seamen’s  Hospital.  The  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  Barry,  was  notified.  The  ward  and  a quantity  of  clothing  at  the  Hospital  were 
subsequently  disinfected. 

On  the  21st  November,  the  Medical  Superintendent  of  the  Royal  Hamadrvad  Seamen’s 
Hospital,  notified  a case  of  Typhoid  Fever,  D.B.,  age  21  years,  a seaman,  was  admitted  on  the  3(ith 
October,  having  left  the  ship  “Carl”  at  Havre  some  time  previously.  Subsequently  the  ward  at  the 
hospital  was  disinfected,  and  a quantity  of  clothing  removed  for  disinfection. 

On  the  3Uth  November,  the  British  s.s.  “ Valentia  ” arrived  at  this  Port  from  the  River 
Plate  via  Ims  Palmas  and  Antwerp.  The  Chief  Tlate  was  sent  to  hospital  at  Las  Palmas  on  the  22nd 
October,  and  died  in  that  institution  on  the  24th,  of  Typhoid  Fever.  His  berth  was  disinfected,  the  water- 
tanks  emptied  and  cleansed  and  a fresh  supply  of  water  taken  at  Las  Palmas.  Some  time  after  the 
vessel  left  this  port,  F.E.,  steward,  was  taken  ill  at  his  home  in  Cardiff,  and  on  the  13th  December, 
was  notified  to  be  suffering  from  Typhoid  I’ever. 
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ME  ASIDES. — On  the  21st  January,  a case  of  Measles  was  reported  on  board  the  s.s.  " Kareina,” 
which  was  leaving  the  Queen  Alexandra  Dock  for  Sea.  The  patient  was  removed  to  the  isolation 
ward  at  the  City  Sanatorium. 


ERYSIPELAS. — On  the  22nd  November,  the  German  Ship  “ Nereus,”  arrived  at  this  port 
from  Antwerp,  C.P.,  age  -16  years,  sailmaker,  was  reported  ill.  Medical  treatment  was  obtained,  and 
on  the  25th  was  notified  by  the  Medical  Superintendent  of  the  Royal  Hamadryad  Seamen’s  Hospital 
to  be  suffering  from  Erysipelas,  having  been  admitted  the  previous  day.  His  berth  on  board  was  disin- 
fected, and  all  his  clothes  re’.noved  for  disinfection.  The  ward  and  clothing  at  the  hospital  were 
subsequently  disinfected. 

On  the  17th  of  December,  N.S.,  age  25  years,  a fireman  on  board  tlie  Rriti.sh  s.s.  “ Montauk  ” 
was  admitted  into  the  Royal  Hamadryad  Seamen’s  Hospital,  and  on  the  19th  the  Medical  Superin- 
tendent notified  the  case  as  Erysipelas.  Patient  died  on  the  20th.  Phe  ward  at  the  hospital  and  a 
(juantity  of  clothing  were  subsequently  disinfected.

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CHOLERA,  YELLOW  FEVER  AND  PLAGX^E. 


The  Regulations  of  the  ‘Jtli  ^Novemoer,  1896,  and  Tiie  -J-t^n  J^eceinber,  1902,  relatiii'v  to 
Cholera,  Yellow  Fever,  and  Plague,  have  been  rescinded  bv  the  Local  Governineut  Board,  who  have 
issued  further  Regulations  dated  the  9th  September,  1907 

The  following  is  a suinmau’v  of  the  methods  of  dealing  with  the  above-named  diseases  uudei 
the  provisions  of  the  New  Regulations  which  relate  to  (1)  Ships  arriving  from  Foreign  Ports  (2)  Out- 
ward Bound  Ships,  (3)  Coasting  Ships. 

With  res])ect  to  ships  ariiving  from  Foreign  Ports,  the  provi='ions  contained  in  the  Regula- 
tions hitherto  in  force  are  reproduced  in  the  New  Regulations,  together  with  certain  addition  i and 
alterations. 

The  term  “ Infected  Ship  ” is  limited  to  a ship  on  which  there  is  actually  on  board  at  the 
time  of  arrival  a case  of  Cholera.  Yellow  Fever,  or  Plague,  or  on  which  there  has  been  a case  of 
Cholera,  or  Phaiue  within  7 days  before  arrival,  or  a case  of  Yellow  Fever  withm  18  days  before 
arrival. 


The  term  “ Suspected  Ship”  applies  to  a ship  on  which  there  has  been  a case  of  Cholera 
or  Plao'ue.  more  than  7 days  before  the  arrival  of  the  ship,  or  a case  ot  \ellow  liover  more  than  18 
davs  before  arrival,  whether  the  case  has  occurred  in  the  Port  of  l)e])arturc,  or  in  anotherr  1 ort  in 
the  course  of  the  voyage  or  at  any  time  during  the  voyage,  and  on  which  no  fresh  case  ot  ( holera, 
or  Plague  has  occurred  within  7 days,  or  of  \ellow  Fever  within  the  18  days. 

The  Regulations  now  recpiire  that  Officers  of  Customs  should  address  ijiiestions  to  the 
Masters  or  Siiroeons  of  all  ships  from  Foreign  Ports,  in  order  to  ascertain  whether  the  ship  is  an 
infected  shin,  o^i-  a suspected  ship,  or  whether  it  has  called  at  an  infected  port,  and  may  detain  any 
such  ship  until  it  has  been  visited  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who  is  required  to  carry  out  the 
reouirements  of  the  Regulations  as  to  the  e.xamination  of  all  persons  on  board,  the  removal  to  hospital 
of  anv  persons  suffering  from  either  Cholera,  Yellow  Fever,  or  Plague,  and  the  necessary  disinfec- 
tion of  the  ship. 

\fter  such  removal  of  the  sick  person,  no  other  person  is  allowed  to  land  from  the  infected 
ship,  unless  he  satisfies  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  as  to  his  name,  intended  place  of  destination 
and  address. 

These  iiarticulars  are  subsequently  forwarded  to  the  Sanitary  .\uthority  of  the  place  of 
destination,  in  order  that  the  person  may ‘be  kept  under  Medical  observation  for  a specified  time 
in  each  case.  The  same  proceedings  may  be  taken  in  the  case  of  a siisiiected  ship,  when  m the 
opinion  of  the  IMedical  Officer  of  Health  such  proceedings  are  necessary.  I nder  the  new  Regulations 
the  disinfection  of  a ship  infected  with  Cholera  or  Plague  is  limited  to  those  parts  of  it  which  have 
been  used  as  quarters  by  the  infected  person.  The  Regulations  also  provide  or  the  inspection  by 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  of  an  infected  ship,  or  a suspected  ship,  or  a ship  coming  from  an 
infected  Port  whether  the  ship  has  or  has  not  been  visited  and  e.xamined  by  an  Officer  of  Customs, 
and  if  he  fimis  that  the  ship  is  infected  and  certifies  to  that  effect,  the  Master  is  required  to  moor  or 
anchor  the  ship  at  the  Mooring  station,  where  she  is  dealt  with  in  accordance  with  the  Regulations 

The  Mooring  Station  fixed  upon  in  the  Fort  Sanitary  District  of  Cardiff  is  wtfiiu  a short 
distance  N.E.  of  the  Flat  Holm  Island,  and  the  Hospital  to  which  all  persons  snfiering  from  Cholera, 
Yellow  Fever,  or  Plague  on  board  ship  would  be  removed,  is  situated  on  this  i.sland. 


In  this  Port  the  Customs  Boarding  Stations  are  defined  in  the  General  Order  ,334  as  follows 


(1.)  Glamorganshire  Canal,  outside  Sea  Locks. 
(2.)  East  Bute  Dock  Basin. 

(3.)  M’est  Bute  Dock  Basin. 

(4.)  Roath  Dock  Basin. 

(5.)  Penarth  Dock  Basin. 

(6.)  Penarth  Tidal  Harbour. 

(7.)  Queen  Alexandra  Dock,  outer  Locks. 


Thcoreticallv  the  Customs  Officers  would  notify  any  infected  or  suspected  ship  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  at  these  stations,  and  would  detain  her  in  this  situation  until  visited  b>  that  JHicei. 
Practicallv,  however,  their  boarding  arrangements  would  not  permit  them  to  do  so  within  a 
reasonable  time  of  the  arrival  of  the  ship  at  the  Dock  Basins  ; this  notification  ^ 

sent  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  to  his  Medical  Assistants  by  the  Inspectors  of  the 
Authoritv,  who  board  every  ship  from  Foreign  Ports  immediately  on  their  arrival  in  the  Dock  Basins. 
In  this  way  any  unnecessary  detention  of  shipping  in  the  Dock  Basins  is  avoided. 


A supplementary  Customs  Boarding  Station  has  recently  been  fixed  in  the  Penarth  Roads, 
whicli  ill,  it  is  uiub'rstood,  be  used  in  the  event  of  Cholera  or  Plague  spreading  to  any  of  the 
Continental  I’orts  with  which  there  is  a (brect  communication  with  the  Port  of  Cardiff?  In  this  event 
the  Cfiicers  of  the  Customs  and  the  Officers  of  the  Port  Sanitary  Authoritv  will  presumablv,  bv 
arrangement,  visit  together  infected  and  suspected  ships,  and  ships  from  infected  Ports. 

New  provisions  have  been  made  prescribing  the  procedure  to  be  followed  wirh  a view 
to  prevent  the  transmission  of  Plaane  by  rats  on  board  ship,  and  the  escape  from  the  ship  to  shore 
of  rats  that  may  be  infected  with  Plague.  ^^ith  a vicAv  to  obviating  the  first  of  these  dangers,  rats 
are  in  all  cases  to  be  destroyed  when  the  ship  is  infected  with  Plague,  or  when  rats  in  the”ship  are 
infected  with  that  disease. 

In  the  case  of  a ship  which  is  not  infected,  but  is  a suspected  ship  bv  reason  of  Plague,  or 
has  come  from  an  infected  Port,  this  procedure  is  not  obligatory,  except  when  the  Medical '(Ifficer 
of  Health  requires  it  to  be  followed. 

In  view  of  the  part  now  known  to  be  taken  by  a certain  species  of  Mosquitoe  in  the 
transmission  of  Yellow  Fever  to  man,  provision  has  been  made  enabling  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
to  require  the  Master  of  the  ship  to  take  measures  intended  to  insure  the  destruction  of  mosquitoes 
and  their  larvrp  on  board  ship  when  he  considers  this  procedure  necessarA'  for  preventing  the  spread  of 
the  disease.  ' ^ 

Regulations  have  also  been  made  for  the  first  time,  dealing  Avith  OutAvard  Bound  and 
Coasting  Ships  infected  Avith  Cholera  or  Plague.  In  the  case  of  ships  outward  bound  froTii  the 
disn-ict  of  any  local  Authority  in  England  and  Wales  infected  Avith  Cholera  or  Plague,  the  Medical 
Officer  may  at  his  discretion,  and  must  Avhen  required  by  the  Master  of  the  ship,  examine  all  persons 
on  board  in  order  to  ascertain  if  any  of  them  are  infected  Avith  Cholera  or  Plague,  and  in  such  cases 
he  must  take  the  nece.ssary  steps  for  preventing  the  spread  of  infection.  In  the  event  of  all  persons 
on  board  being  found  in  gootl  health,  and  all  articles  on  board  being  free  from  infection,  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  inaA  gne  a certificate  that  all  the  necessary  steps  haA'e  been  taken  for  preA’enting 
the  spiead  of  disease,  and  that  the  ship  is  free  from  infection,  and  a charge  may  be  made  by  the 
Local  AuthoiitA  foi  aiiA  such  certificate.  Ihe  sum  AA'hich  the  Master  of  the  ship  may  be  required 
to  pay  must  not  exceed  the  amount  prescribed  in  the  table  of  charges  set  out  in  the  Regulations. 

Another  set  of  Regulations  deals  AA'ith  ships  sailing  from  English  or  Welsh  Ports  (CoastAvise 
f'hips)  infected  AAith  Choleia  or  I lague  to  other  Ports  in  the  I nited  Kingdom.  AA'hich  correspond 
clo.sely  with  those  which  relate  to  Outward  Bound  ships.  Provision  is  also  made  for  the  appointment 
and  payment  of  qualified  Medical  Praefitioners  to  assist  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  carrying 
out  the  duties  under  these  Regulations,  and  finally,  aiiA’  person  AA'ho  AA'ilfully  neglects  or  refuses  to 
carrv  out  any  of  the  Regulations  is  liable  to  a penalty  not  exceeding  £100,  and  in  the  case  of  a 
continuing  offence,  to  a further  penalty  not  e.xceeding  £50  for  everv  dav  during  which  the  offence

REGULATIONS  AS  TO  CHOLERA,  YELLOW  FEVER,  AND 

PLAGUE. 

1.  \ our  attention  is  directed  to  the  Regulations  of  the  Local  Government  Board, 

dated  September  9th,  1907,  as  to  Cholera,  Yelloav  Fever,  axd  Plague  Ships  arriving 
from  horeign  Ports.  ® 

2.  The  folloAving  points  Avhich  apply  to  the  Port  Sanitarv  District  of  Cardiff  require 

particular  attention.  “ ^ 

3.  The  Master  of  an  “ Infected  ” Ship,  or  a “ Suspected  ” Ship  shall,  on  being  required 
so  to  do  by  the  .Medical  Officer  of  Health,  cause  the  Ship  to  be  taken  to  the  Moorinn  Station 
situated  at  a point  N.E.  of  the  Flat  Holm  Island  in  the  Bristol  Channel,  to  be  dealt  Avith  in 
accordance  witli  the  aforesaid  Regulations.

5.  Only  “ Infected  Ships  ” or  “ Suspected  Ships  ” are  to  be  taken  to  the  Mooring 
Station  near  the  Flat  Holm  Island.  All  other  Ships  coming  into  the  Port  of  Cardiff  are  dealt 
with  at  the  Customs  Boardinrj  Stations  in  the  Dock  Basins. 

(5.  Defixitioxs. — The  expression  “ Master  ” includes  the  Officers,  Pilot,  or  other 
person  for  the  time  being  in  charge  or  command  of  the  ship.  The  expression  “ Infected  Ship  ” 
means  a ship  which  at  the  time  of  arrival  has  on  board  a case  of  Cholera,  Yellow  Fever, 
OR  Plague,  or  which  has  had  on  board  a case  of  C'holera  or  Plague  within  a period  of  seven 
days,  or  of  Yellow  Fever  within  a period  of  eighteen  days  ])rior  to  the  time  of  arrival  in  this 
Port.  The  expression  “ Suspected  Ship  ” means  a ship  which  has  had  on  board  during  the 
voyage,  or  during  the  stay  of  the  ship  in  the  Port  of  Departure,  or  in  a Port  in  the  course  of 
the  voyage,  a case  of  Cholera,  Yellow  Fever  or  Plague,  but  which  has  not  had  on  board 
a fresh  case  of  Cholera  or  Plague  within  seven  days,  or  of  Yellow  P^ever  within  eighteen 
days  prior  to  the  time  of  arrival  from  a PYreign  Port. 

7.  ^ essels  which  have  already  been  dealt  with  under  the  Begulations  on  their  arrival 

from  Foreiqn  at  another  Port,  and  which  have  not  had  on  board  a fresh  case  of  Cholera, 
Yellow  P'ever,  or  Plague  since  leaving  that  Port,  are  not  to  be  detained  at  the  Mooring 
Station.

HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. -The  Hospital  on  the  Flat  Holm  Island  is  intended 
solely  for  the  reception  of  persons  suffering  from  Cholera,  Yellow  Fever,  or  Plague  on  board  Ships. 
It  consists  of  one  pavilion  containing  two  Wards  and  Nurses’  Rooms,  Bathrooms,  Lavatories,  &c. 
Each  Ward  contains  six  beds.  In  addition  to  and  adjoining  the  Hospital  there  is  a small  Ward  with 
four  beds,  formerly  used  for  Cholera  patients,  making  altogether  permanent  accommedation  for 
sixteen  patients.  At  the  same  time  there  is  ample  space  on  the  Island,  i.e.  about  40  acres,  for  any 
teniporar}^  extension  which  might  be  required.  In  connection  with  these  buildings  is  a complete 
Laundry,  a Mortuary,  a Post-Mortem  Room,  and  a Crematorium  for  the  destruction  of  the  bodies 
of  persons  dying  in  the  Hospital  or  on  board  an  infected  ship.  The  Caretakers  reside  in  a house 
adjoining  the  Hospital,  belonging  to  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority,  and  which  is  used  when  required 
for  administrative  purposes.  An  arrang.-ment  exists  between  some  other  Port  Sanitary  Authorities 
and  Cardiff  in  connection  with  the  Hospital  accommodation  on  the  Flat  Holm  Island  as  follows  : — 

The  Bristol  Port  Sanitary  Authority  have  the  use,  on  payment  of  fees,  of  the  Crematorium 
on  the  Island  for  the  cremation  of  bodies  of  persons  dying  of  Cholera,  Yellow  Fever,  or  Plague 
within  their  District. 


The  Cardiff  Port  Sanitary  Authority  have  agreed  to  receive  into  their  Hospital  on  the  Flat 
Holm  Island,  and  to  provide  all  necessary  treatment  and  food  for  patients  sent  to  the  Hospital  from 
the  District  cf  the  Newport  Sanitarj'  Authority,  and  to  cremate  the  bodies  of  any  such  patients  who 
may  die  in  the  Hospital,  on  payment  of  £40  per  annum,  and  £3  3s.  per  week  for  the  first  Newport 
patient  received  into  the  Hospital,  and  £2  2s.  per  week  for  every  additional  patient,  and  a sum  of 
£7  7s.  in  respect  of  the  cremation  of  every  body  of  any  such  patient  dying  in  the  Hospital. 

An  agreement  exists  between  the  Port  Sanitary  Authorities  of  Cardiff  and  Barry  of  a similar 
character  to  that  between  Cardiff  and  Newport. 

By  agreement  also  the  Bridgwater  Port  Sanitary  Authority  are  entitled  to  send  patients 
into  the  Cardiff  Hospital  on  payment  of  an  annual  sum  of  £20,  and  of  sums  for  maintenance  of  patients 
similar  to  the  other  Authorities. 


HKPOHT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER 


OF  HEALTH  UPON  REGCLATIOXS 


AS  TO  PLAGUE. 


Ill  November  last,  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  Local  Government  Board  issued  a Memorandum 
on  Plague.  In  this  document  Dr.  Newsholme  calls  the  attention  of  Sanitary  Authorities  to  the  fact 
that  during  the  pasv  ten  years  small  outbreaks  of  Plague  have  occurred  at  Glasgow,  Liverpool,  Cardiff, 
and  Leith,  and  that  during  the  present  year  (1910),  cases  suspected  to  be  pneumonic  plague  were 
associated  in  Suffolk  with  definite  occurrence  of  plague  in  rats  and  other  rodents,  and  advises  that 
these  Autliorities  and  their  Officers  should  be  on  the  alert,  and  especially  that  they  should  take  steps 
for  ascertaining  the  cause  of  any  recognised  e.xcessive  sickness  in  rats,  or  of  human  illness  of  a doulitful 
nature  associated  with  sickness  or  mortality  in  rats  in  the  same  district.  The  memcrandum  describes 

(1)— The  symptoms  of  Plague;  (2)— The  diagnosis;  (3)— The  method  of  spread;  (4)~Rats  as  being 
the  .source  of  Plague. 


I he  following  summary  contains  the  most  impiirtant  recommendations  relating  to  the 
administrative  measures  against  the  spread  of  Plague  : — 

(1)  — Pcr-sistently  and  systematically  destroy  all  rats. 

(2) — Remove  and  obliterate  their  nests,  burrows,  and  habitual  haunts,  and 

(3) — Make  each  dwelling  as  far  as  practicable  rat-proof,  and  remove  all  known  harbourage 

for  rats  in  or  near  dwellings. 

(4) — At  the  same  time,  do  not  allow  waste  food  (whether  tor  human  beings,  chickens,  or 

otlier  animals)  to  accumulate  in  or  about  the  house. 

^^At  the  same  time  the  Local  Government  Board  issued  Regulations  under  the  Public  Health 
.\ct,  18(5  and  1896,  relating  to  Plague  and  the  destruction  of  rats,  and  in  December,  1910,  I submitted 
To  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  the  following  report  upon  the  subject  : — 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  begs  to  report  that  the  Local  Government  Board  has  issued 
Regulations  as  to  Plague,  dated  10th  November,  1910. 


llic  Regulations  relate  to  the  destruction  of  rats,  with  a view  of  preventing  the  spread  of 
Plague  Ml  any  district  in  which  rats  arc  found  to  be  infected  or  tlireatened  with  plague,  or  in  which 
There  is  an  unusual  mortalit}*  among  rats. 


The  Regulations  give  power  to  the  Local  Authority  to  take  measures  [n]  for  the  destruction 
of  all  rats  in  the  district,  and  (h)  for  preventing  the  entrance  of  rats  into  buildings  and  other  premises 
Ml  the  di.strict.  ^ 


In  a Memorandum  issued  at  the  same  time  as  the  Regulations,  information  is  given  by  the 
loard  s Medical  Officer  as  to  the  symptoms,  diagnosis,  and  method  of  spread  of  Plauge,  and  as  to  the 
precautionary  measures  which  may  be  taken  against  the  spread  of  the  disease. 

After  mentioning  the  precautions  against  human  infection  and  indirect  infection  by  means 
of  infective  refuse  material,  etc.,  attention  is  drawn  to  the  suppression  or  limitation  of  rats  in  districts 
m which  rat-plague  has  been  introduced,  and  it  is  also  recommended  that  in  districts  bordering  on  a 
neigh  lourhood  where  rat-plague  exists,  enquiries  should  be  made  at  intervals,  and  suspected  rats  found 
dead  or  ill  .should  be  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 

So  far  as  our  present  knowledge  goes,  the  black  rat  is  the  species  which  is  subject  to  Pla»ue 
I his  rat  has  been  almost  entirely  replaced  in  this  country  by  the  brown  or  Norwegian  rat.  The  black- 
rat  may,  however,  be  imported  from  foreign  ports  infected  with  plague. 
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Your  Committee  is  aware  of  the  systematic  destruction  of  foreign  rats  which  is  carried  on  in 
your  Port  Sanitary  District.  During  the  past  three  years  on  an  average  5,000  black  rats  taken  from 
.ships  coming  from  infected  ^^orts  have  been  destroyed  annually,  and  froin  time  to  time  rats  have  been 
submitted  for  examination  to  the  Bacteriologist  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  but  with  negative 
results. 


The  destruction  of  native  brown  rats  on  a large  sca'le  in  the  Urban  District,  although  desirable, 
is  a matter  of  considerable  difficulty.  A limitation  of  their  number  may  be  effected  by  several  methods  : 
(1) — By  the  removal  of  all  heaps  of  refuse  and  garbage  near  houses.  (2) — By  the  general  cleanline.ss 
of  dwellings  and  premises.  (3) — By  traps,  poisons,  and  bacterial  virus.  Precautionary  measures  of  all 
kinds  are  especially  called  for  in  and  about  docks,  wharves,  slaughter-hou.ses,  granaries,  meat  markets, 
and  dumping  grounds  for  refuse. 

In  the  Memorandum  referred  to,  reference  is  made  to  the  destruction  of  rats  by  bacterial 
virus,  and  it  is  .stated  that  such  virus  is  useful  but  uncertain  in  result.  Recently,  however,  the  virus 
prepared  at  Liverpool,  under  the  supervision  of  Professor  H.  E.  Annett,  M.D.,  has  been  favourably 
reported  upon.  I am  therefore  having  experiments  made  with  this  virus,  with  a view  of  te.sting  its 
efficiency. 

Rats  are  being  regularly  examined  at  the  Laboratory,  and  should  any  be  found  infected 
with  plague,  the  circumstances  will  be  at  once  reported  to  your  Committee,  and  to  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board,  in  order  that  the  measures  indicated  in  the  Regulations  be  put  into  operation.

Dnriiifi  the  year  the  rat-catchers  were  engaged  on  48  vessels,  including  those  enumerated  in 
Table  V.  The  total  numher  of  rats  caught  and  sulisequently  destroyed  amounted  to  8,720. 


During  the  year  Cholera  existed  in  India,  Dutch  East  Indies,  Philippine  Islands  and  Japan. 
The  disease  became  prevalent  in  several  Russian  ports  in  the  Black  Sea  ; several  cases  occurred  in 
Koiunania,  Turkey,  and  Italian  Mediterranean  ports,  also  in  Germany,  Holland  and  other  ports  in  the 
Baltic  ; at  St.  Petersburg  Cholera  vas  epidemic. 

Yellow  Fever  was  reported  in  Brazil,  Ecuador,  Gold  Coast  and  Sierra  Leone. 

Plague  was  reported  in  India,  China,  Philippine  Islands,  Chili,  Peru,  Turkey,  Egypt,  Brazil, 
Venezuela,  Ecuador  and  in  Russia. 

A strict  examination  is  made  of  all  vessels  on  arrival  at  the  Cu-stoms  Boarding  Stations, 
during  the  day  and  night  tides,  whether  directly  or  indirectly  from  infected  or  suspected  ports  ; these 
vessels  are  dealt  with  in  accordance  Avith  the  Regulations  of  the  Local  Government  Board  of  the  9t]i 
September,  1907. 

On  the  19th  August,  the  Local  Government  Board  issued  a Circular  Letter  to  Port  Sanitary 
.Cuthorities,  calling  attention  to  the  fact  that  Cholera  is  again  seriously  epidemic  in  Russia,  particularly 
in  the  St.  Petersburg  district,  at  Cronstadt,  and  other  Russian  ports,  and  that  Sanitary  Authorities 
of  British  Ports  trading  with  Russia  should  be  on  their  guard  against  the  importation  of  Cholera  into 
their  districts  by  vessels  coming  from  places  where  the  disease  has  appeared,  or  is  likely  to  appear. 
In  this  connection  it  is  essential  that  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  such  British  Ports  should  endeavour 
to  keep  themselves  informed  as  to  the  .spread  of  the  present  outbreak  of  Cholera,  especially  as  to  the 
continuance  of  the  disease  in  ports  where  it  now  exists,  and  its  appearance  in  other  ports  not  yet  known 
to  be  affected  by  it  ; and  that  special  attention  .should  bo  paid  to  ships  bringing  aliens  from  Russia 
to  British  ports. 

The  Local  Government  Board  issued  cveekly  statements,  giving  particulars  of  cases  of  Cholera, 
Yellow  Fever,  and  Plague,  together  with  the  number  of  deaths  from  those  diseases,  as  seen  in  the 
annexed  table  lor  the  year  ended  .31st  December,  1910  : —

inspections  were  made  of  work  in  hand,  and  ships  in  docks.  makin<>'  a total  of  fourteen  thousand  (me 
liundred  am'  sixty-seven  inspections. 


'I’hree  hundied  and  ninety-two  written  notices  were  served  on  Masters  of  vessels,  nine  liundred 
and  ninety-tliree  verbal  orders  were  given,  and  forty-three  letters  were  sent  to  owners  or  their  repre- 
sentatives at  various  ports  in  this  country  and  abroad  in  connee  vion  w ith  nuisances  and  sanitary  defects 
on  board  .ships.  'Phirty-one  notices  were  also  served  on  Masters  c f \'essels  liaving  polluted  water  on 
board  for  drinking  and  donie.stic  purposes,  lieing  the  result  (d  bacvericdogical  examination  and  analysis 
at  the  Cardin'  and  County  Puldic  Health  Laboratory. 


The  systematic  Inspection  of  Shipping  in  the  Bute  and  Penarth  Docks  has  been  carried 
out  as  usual  with  great  efficiency  and  to  my  entire  satisfaciion  liy  the  Chief  In.spector,  David  Jenkins, 
and  by  tlie  Assistant  Inspectors,  S.  .1.  Holbourn.  A.  J.  E.  Scotv.  D.  A.  Jenkins,  J.  Davies,  F.  IVood, 
Fred  Howell,  T.  1).  Hill,  and  J.  J.  Morgan. 

I cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  work  performed  by  Inspc'ctor  Jenkins  and  his  Staff  undei 
difficult  circumstances. 


1'he  fidlowing  is  a Summary  of  the  routine  duty  (J  the  Staff  of  the  Jledical  Officer  of 
Health  : — 

(1)  EAST  AND  WEST  BASINS,  MOCNT  STUART  DRY  DOCKS,  AND  CANAL.— 
One  Inspector  on  dutv  from  four  hours  flood  on  each  tide  until  the  gates  are  closed,  and  all  vessels 
boarded.  All  vessels  are  lioarded  on  arrival,  whether  from  Foreign  or  Coastwise,  and  eiupiiries  made 
as  to  the  health  of  the  crew,  and  if  there  has  been  any  sickness  on  the  voyage,  a copy  of  the  Regulations 
as  to  Infectious  Diseases  is  handed  to  every  Master. 


(2)  ROATH  BASIN  AND  CHANNEL  DRA"  DOCKS. — One  Inspector  on  duty  from 
four  hours  flood  on  each  tide  until  the  gates  are  closed,  and  all  vessels  boarded  and  examined  in  the 
same  manner  as  No.  1. 


('.))  QUEEN  ALENANDRA  DOCK. — Two  Inspectors,  one  by  day  and  one  by  night, 
from  two  hours  flood  until  the  gates  are  closed,  and  all  vessels  boarded  and  examined  in  the  same 
manner  as  Nos.  1 and  2. 


(J)  PENARTH  DOCK,  ELY  HARBOUR,  AND  ^WINDSOR  SLIPWAYS.— Two 
Inspectors,  one  bv  day  and  one  by  night,  from  two  hours  flood  until  the  gates  are  closed,  and  all 
vessels  boarded  and  e.xaiuined  in  tlie  same  maimer  as  Nos.  1,  2,  and  3.  In  addition  to  tide  M ork, 
the  Inspectors  on  day  duty  at  Nos.  3 and  -I,  also  visits  and  examines  the  ships  in  these  Docks,  etc. 
for  the  purpose  o*'  ascertaining  the  Sauitai  v condition  of  each  of  the  ships  therein. 


In  adr'ition  to  the  above  one  Inspector  is  on  day  work  examining  ships  in  Docks,  etc. 


'Phe  Chief  Inspector  supervises  the  work  and  assists  inspections,  and  carries  out  Statutory 
duties  in  accordance  with  the  General  Order  ” of  the  Local  Gr  vernment  Board,  dated  2Lst  December, 
1910. 


The  duties  are  arranged  thus  : — Each  Inspector  has  one  week  or  tides  at  Nos.  1 and  2,  two 
weeks  on  tides,  etc.,  at  Nos.  3 and  -I  respectively,  and  every  sixth  Sunday  off  duty. 
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Tlio  avcrajic  tiiuo  on  tide  duties  are  as  follows  : —

The  auue.xed  tables  will  afford  evidence  of  useful  work  perforuied  by  the  Oflicers  of  the  Port 
Saiiivarv  Auvhority,  and  will  show  that  the  inspection  of  Shi))pii)g  in  the  Port  has  resulted  in  a great 
improvement  in  the  Sanitary  condition  of  the  floating  populaticm. 

The  chief  defects  found  on  board  ships  were  : — Defective  side  ports  and  prisms,  bulkheads, 
floors,  hawse  pipes  and  cable-casings,  defective  stoves,  funnels  and  flanges,  ventilator  cowls  and 
ventilation,  lightir g and  drainage,  leaky  decks,  defective  or  uulined  iron  decks  over  bunks,  caiU'ing 
damp  beds,  etc.,  defective  lamps,  water  tanks,  and  casks,  also  defective  water-closets. 

.Vs  a rule  very  little  difficulty  was  experienced  in  obtaining  compliance  with  the  re(|uirements 
of  the  Inspectors. 

Shipowners  and  Masters  willingly  carry  out  the  rccommeudations  of  the  Port  Sanitary 
.Vuthoritv.  with  the  result  that  the  proportion  of  vessels  having  Sanitary  defects  amongst  those  which 
frequent  this  Port  has  decreased  in  a )nost  marked  manner.

FOOD  INSPECTION. 


The  Public  Hculth  ( Rc<;uliition.s  as  to  Food)  Act  of  1907,  gave  powers  to  the  Local  Govern- 
meiit  Hoard  to  make  regulations  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1896,  to  prevent  danger  arising  to  the 
l)ublic.  health  from  the  importation,  preparation,  storage  and  distribution  of  articles  of  food  or  drink 
(other  than  drugs  and  water)  intended  for  sale  for  human  consumption. 

Two  sets  of  regulations  were  issued  by  the  Board,  one  dealing  with  unsound  Food,  and  the 
other  with  Foreign  ."Meat,  an  amending  Regulation  relating  to  Foreign  Meat  was  issued  on  the  I’Tth 
September,  1999,  wliich  came  into  force  three  days  fater. 

The  first  set  of  Regulations  is  called  the  Public  Health  (first  series  Unsound  Food)  Regulations, 
which  came  into  force  on  the  1st  of  October,  1908.  'I'hese  provide  that  articles  of  food  which  are 
unsound,  unwholesome,  anti  unfit  for  human  consumption,  and  which,  as  ])art  of  t]ie  cargo  of  a ship, 
are  brought  to  a place  in  this  country,  either  as  a place  of  deposit  for  transmission  elsewhere  in  this 
country,  shall  be  dealt  with  at  the  port  of  discharge. 

The  IMedical  Ollicer  of  Health  is  authorised  by  Art.  H’.  to  examine  articles  of  food  which 
have  been  landed  within  the  di.strict,  and  if  necessary  to  examine  such  articles  before  thev  are  landed. 

Power  of  taking  samples  is  conferred  by  .\rt.  VIII.,  and  special  examinations  may  be  made 
at  the  laboratory.  Power  is  akso  given  under  the  .same  Art.  for  the  temporary  detention  of  con- 
signments pending  the  completion  of  the  examination. 

The  Public  Health  (Foreign  Meat)  Regulations  of  1908,  came  into  force  on  tlie  Lst  .lanuary, 
1909.  .Vrt.  I.  of  these  Regulations  has  been  repealed,  and  Class  I.  has  been  altered  l)y  the  Amending 
Regulatioms.  dated  27th  September,  1909,  and  is  designed  to  deal  with  foreign  meat  in  tlie  form  of 
scraps,  trimmings  or  other  pieces  (whether  with  or  without  bone).  These  also  deal  with  imported 
tripe,  tongues  and  kidneys,  to  which  certain  chemical  preservatives  havm  been  added,  and  with  the 
severed  parts  of  a pig  not  prepared  in  the  manner  in  which  bacon  or  ham  is  ordinarily  prepared,  and 
not  contained  in  a box,  case,  receptacle,  or  package  with  an  Official  Certificate  ; or  of  severed  parts 
of  a pig  which  Iiave  been  prepared  as  bacon  or  ham,  and  arc  not  in  a bo.x  with  an  Official  Certificate  ; 
and  are  without  the  lymphatic  glands  about  those  parts  in  their  natural  position  ; or  of  meat  which 
whether  derived  from  cattle  or  pig  is  in  the  form  of  a carcase,  or  part  thereof,  comprising  the  ribs,  and 
is  without  such  meiubrane  as.  in  its  natural  position  form  the  lining  of  the  cavity  enclosed  by  tlie  ribs. 

These  classes  of  meat  are  enumerated  under  the  heading  of  Foreign  Meat  Class  /.,  and  the 
importer  is  reijuircd  within  three  days,  at  his  own  expense  to  export  the  same,  unless  he  can  prove  to  the 
satisfaction  of  a ^lagistrate,  that  it  is  not  intended  for  human  food,  the  meat  is  required  to  be 
de.stroyed  under  the  supervision  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Carcases  of  pigs  without  the  head  in  its  natural  state  of  attachment,  or  is  without  the 
I vinphatic  glands  about  the  throat,  or  any  other  part  of  the  carcase,  in  their  natural  position,  rendering 
it  difficult  to  detect  the  evidence  of  tuberculosis,  are  .styled  Foreign  Meat  Class  II.,  and  are  dealt  with 
in  the  same  manner  as  Class  I. 

The  expre.ssion  Foreign  Meat  of  Class  III.  coinsists  of  severed  parts  of  the  carcase  of  a pig,  not 
in  the  form  of  .scrap,  trimmings,  &c.,  and  which  is  contained  in  a box,  ca.se,  receptacle,  or  package 
with  an  Official  Certificate  from  a Competent  Authority,  indicating  that  the  contents  are  prepared 
from  pigs  free  from  disease  at  the  time  of  slaughter,  dressed  and  packed  with  careful  observance  as 
required. 


Unclassed  Foreign  Meat,  means  foreign  meat  of  a kind,  which  does  not  bring  it  under  any  of 
the  previous  mentioned  Clas.se.s. 

Class  III.  and  Unclassed  are  not  detained  by  the  Officers  of  Customs,  unle.ss  reque.sted  to 
do  so  by  the  llledical  Officer  of  Health,  or  are  of  opinion  that  the  meat  is  in  bad  condition,  and  .•should 
be  examined  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 


Tlie  Authority’s  food  inspectors  are  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the  Eegnlations  with  zeal 
and  discretion,  and  entirely  to  iny  satisfaction.  A large  Cjuantity  of  unsound  food  was  destroyed 
during  the  year,  without  having  to  resort  to  legal  proceedings. 


In  order  to  facilitate  administrative  action  under  Articles  YI.  of  the  Foreign  Meat  Eegulatious, 
the  following  resolution  was  passed  by  the  Sanitary  Authority  :• — 


“ Health  and  Port  Sanitary  Committee, 

19th  January,  1909. 

PCBLIC  HEALTH  (FOEEIGX  MEAT)  EEGULATIONS,  1909.— Eesolved.— That  the 
Town  Clerk  be  authorised,  on  behalf  of  the  Council,  acting  as  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority,  from  time  to 
time,  within  twelve  hours  after  the  receipt  of  a copy  of  a notice  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  as 
mentioned  in  Article  VI.  (Notice  by  Sanitary  Authority  to  Importer)  of  the  Public  Health  (Foreign 
Meat)  Eegnlations,  1908,  to  make  out,  complete,  sign,  and  give  all  notices  to  importers  under  the  said 
Article  of  the  said  Order.

tiection  3 of  the  Canal  Boats  Act,  of  1884,  provides  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Regis- 
tration or  Sanitary  Authority  within  whose  District  any  Canal  or  part  of  a Canal  is  situated,  to  enforce 
within  such  districts  the  provisions  of  the  principal  Act,  and  this  Act,  and  any  regulations  made  there- 
under by  the  Local  Government  Board,  and  every  such  Authority  shall  within  twenty-one  days  after  the 
31st  day  of  December  in  every  year,  make  a Report  to  the  Local  Government  Board  as  to  the  execution 
of  the  principal  Act,  and  this  Act,  and  of  the  regulations  made  thereunder  as  aforesaid,  and  as  to  the 
steps  taken  by  such  Authority  during  the  year  to  give  effect  to  the  provision  of  the  said  Acts  and

IjEG.vl  I’rockedixgs  ;• — Proceedings  were  taken  against  the  master  and  owner  of  a canal  boat, 
at  Cardiff  Pcdice  (’cnrt  on  the  22nd  July,  1910,  for  using  the  .said  boat  as  a dwe'ling,  witliout  being 
regi.stered  in  accordance  with  .he  provisions  of  the  canal  boats  acts.  The  case  was  di.smissed. 

The  owner  has  since  applied  to  be  regi.stered,  and  certificates  of  registration  have  been  granted 
by  the  Cardiff  Registration  Authority. 

With  regard  to  the  Glamorganshire  Canal,  the  upper  section,  north  of  Al)ercynon,  still 
remains  closed,  also  the  Aberdare  Canal,  both  sections  having  been  closed,  as  already  repoi’ted,  owing 
to  Col'ierv  subsidence. 

X suggestion  has  been  made  by  the  Local  Authorities  whose  di.stricts  abut  upon  these  parts  of  the 
Canal,  to  ac(|uire  the  same  for  constructing  )iew  roads,  this  matter  is  still  in  abeyance. 

Between  Abercynon  and  Cilfvnydd,  the  traffic  .«till  continues  in  a sati.sfactorv  .state,  abso 
between  Abercynon  and  Pontypiidd,  being  principal'y  goods  traflic  carried  by  the  Canal  Company, 
and  the  output  of  one  small  (]uarry. 

Subsidence  is  causing  great  trouble  and  e.vpense  at  this  point. 

The  traffic  in  tinplates  from  Melingriffith,  which  is  served  by  the  Canal  Company’s  steam 
barge  and  tug,  has  uot  been  so  heavy,  owing  to  direct  shipment  by  rail  to  the  Q\ieen  Alexandra  Dock 
for  e.xport  by  liners. 

The  patent  fuel  traffic  has  been  (piitc  up  to  the  average  of  late  years,  and  the  new  year’s 
shipments  are  lilcely  to  be  heavy. 

'I’he  traffic  between  Caialilf  and  Pontypridd,  ])rincipally  carried  by  the  C'anal  Company,  has 
been  satisfactorily  maintained,  some  little  increase  in  traffic  has  been  caused  by  the  new  colliery  at 
Nantgarw,  but  this  is  temporary,  and  only  until  the  works  sidings  have  been  conip'eted,  when  the 
Cardiff  Railway  will  suit  them  better,  in  any  case  it  will  not  affect  cabin  boats. 

'I'lie  sanitary  condition  of  the  Canal  boats  is  on  the  whole  satisfactory. 

Most  of  the  boats  are  owned  and  worked  by  the  Canal  Company,  wliich  deals  promptly  with 
any  suggestion  made  to  thon  in  respect  to  the  living  space.s,  etc.,  on  board  their  boats.

T]ie  Lighters  engaged  in  carrying  grain,  etc.,  in  tlie  Docks  have  been  j)eriodicallv  examined, 
cleansed  and  repaired  during  the  year. 

]My  thanks  are  due  to  tlie  Collector  of  Customs,  also  to  the  Chief  Preventive  Officer  of  the 
Water  Guard  and  his  staff,  who  have  at  all  times  worked  harmoniously  with  the  officers  of  the  Port
